The Railroad Service 


the Flooded District. 


Loss of Life Also Reported 


Much Property and Live Stock South of Austin 


Being Swept Away by the Rush of 


Waters. Situation Somewhat 


Better Today. 


Special by Associated ITes '. 


Austin, Tex., April' .10, — The flood 


situation. h«re Is improving somewhat, 
hut -the reports from points below In- 
dicate that tn« full effect of the im- 
mense rolume of water is being felt 
in.Wtarton and lafayette counties, 
everything being inundated and inucli 
loss of property and live stock -being 
reported. In Bastrop county the flood 
has caused much damage to property 
interests, and "something like 50 wash- 
outs and losses of bridges are reported 
by -the railways. Advices from the 
area surrounding the county seat of 
Bastrc-p county are to toe effect that 
there has been some -loss of life among 
the farming class, as .their homes were 
inundated without warning by the 
tidal -wave, but outside of an uncon- 
firmed .report that eight lives were lost 
no-thing caa be learned. 


la the southern part of this county 


several people are- missing, the num- 
ber representing a family of sis Ital- 
ian and nesro families. 
It may be 


that they Jsaye escaped, but no infor- 
mation can be secured as to taeir 
whereabouts, and as their homes have 
been washed avray it is presumed that 
they perished in tho rushing waters. 


The river is receding rapidly at this 


point .and above, notwithstanding the 
fact that a heavy rise was reported 
in the morning on the Concio, 125 
miles north of here. Reports tram L-J- 
grange,. in Fayette county, ara to U;e 
effect that trhile much of the lower 
portion of the town is -under water, 
the property loss is small. No caa is 
missing. 


The International and Great North- 


ern railway and the Missouri, Kansas 
anil Texas have been seriously crippled 
by the floods. The first named roatl 
has Ua.d 500 washouts and lost bridge 
da its road 
from Hearne to E-c 


Grands. The Missouri, Kansas anci 
Texas is also a heavy loser, having to 
abandon much ot its track altogether 
and use tlie International and Great 
Northern from Taylor to Milano aniJ 
the Santa Pe tracks from there to 
north Texas points.

to the cotton crop Tvill be of such ex 
-tent as has bean predicted from socio 
places, as the season is yet early aritj 
all the crop can be replanted. 


A report is currant here that five 


travelers ' encamped at the confluence 
of the Middle Concho river and ICio-,ra. 
creek were drowned in the flood. 


Found In tlie Canal. 


Columbus, O., April 10.— The dead 


body of Williaxa T. Williams, a retired 
shoe merchant, who has been missing 
since March 3, was found in the canal 
at the foot of Schiller street, A post- 
mortem 
examination held at the 


morgue indicates that the deceased 
•was murdered. Two cats were found 
on the face, evidently the result of 
•blows from some blunt instrument. On 
the night of "Williams' disappearance 
the canal was. frozen over, and fct is 
the belief of the police that Williams 
was robbed and killed and the body 
put In the water through a hole cut In 
the ice. Money known to have been 
oa the person, of tho victim at thfl 
time of his disappearance ia missing. 
Two boys found the body and will re- 
ceive the ?500 -reward offered for the 
recovery ot ilr. Williams, dead or 
alive.

man and a brave and honorable oppo- 
nent" 


It was the tribute of one brave fight- 


Surely 110 buaiau 
being had better opportunity to meas- 
ure General Jonbert than the British 
defender of Ladysmlth during that 
long, awful siege. 


Joub°rt was truly one or the first 


fighting men In the -woria's history- 
great not only as a soldier, but as a

Ionized modern -warfare, taught the 
iroud British that even tbeir ablest 
jenerals could not cope vrith him on 
anything like even teems, is admitted-

ais own efforts. History and languages 
attracted him most, history of warfare 
above nil. There was nothing in'the 
Napoleonic campaigns he did not know. 
It was in the -wars with the natives 
that Jonbert first displayed remarkable 
ability to lead men. His craft gained 
him t'lif; sobriquet of "Slira Pict." The 
natives feared him so that the mere 
fact that be was leading a punitive 
expedition usually coweO a -warring 
tribe. 


Joabert acted as president of tbe 


Transvaal 'during Krtiger's absence in 
Europe In 1SS3-4. 
He -was elected 


vice president in 1S9G and wns twice a 
candidate for president against Kru- 
gx>r, once in ISSfiJ aad again in 1803, 
tho last time being defeated by only 
SUO votes.

"Cape Nome is a new mining field 


and very remote. It is. however, com- 
paratively easy of access, as tbe trip 
can be made by steam in about two 
weelis from tbe Pacific coast, depend- 
ing upon the speed of the vessel. The 
boats lie off the beach about a mile or 
ao, and debarkation of goods and pas- 
sengers is made iu lighters. There an> 
none of the terrible hardships experi- 
enced in reaching the Klondike. This 
is a very important matter in many 
respects, and men who would be de- 
terred in making the Dawsou trip 
would find the Cape Nome voyage 
comparative recreation. The new rail' 
way over the pass and improved boat 
facilities on the lakes on the Klondike 
route, however, have greatly reduced 
the disagreeable features of the jour- 
ney.
